Helow will be found an interesting 
account of the wedding of Professor 
Kerney, of Kvansville.

It was a ln'autifid wedding Wed- 
nesday morning that joined the lives 
of rrofessor Charles Kerney, of 
Evansville, Ind., and Miss An'nabel 
I'owers, of Dec^atur, daughter of Mr.

The souvenirs were jiretty little 
sliile boxes of white vellum, contain- 
ing ))ieceH of the bride's attd the 
groom's cake. On one corner was a 
monogram of the letters, P. K., .and 
on the other was an embossed four- 
leaf clover in a horse shoe. 

The presents filled a large ro<)ni on 
the second tloor.

IVobably no 
Decatur bride ever received so many 
hands(une and valuable j)r«<sen(s.

It was while on her w.ay to a con- 
vention of the de.af and dumb in 
California, three years ago, that Miss 
Powers met Mr. fvv'iicy at Jackson- 
vill(>. He was also going to the con- 
vention, and while there an accpiaint- 
ance was formetl that grew more 
intim.\tc with 8ubse<iuent meetings, 
and resulted with the na|)py weddintf 
of yesterdny. Mav their married 
liv(-s ever be as bright and full of 
beauty as was the first day, is the 
wish of all.

After a haH'-hour's 
social chat, Mr. I'^ri.sbee took the plat- 
form, and recounted the experiences 
of his visit with Mr. Searing to little 
Helen Keller, at the Perkins Institu- 
tion, South Boston. This wonderful 
child is at once deaf, dumb and blind, 
but so great is her intelligence and so 
]icrfect lier instruction, that at the 
age of nine years she talks in a plciis- 
ant voice, as well as with tlu' liiiger.4, 
reads with great rapidity the book.s 
of the blind, writes in ordinary hand- 
writing, also in tlutt of the blind, tells 
time, and iierfornis other intellectual 
processes, all through those wonder- 
ful fingers, one sense serving for four. 
She reads the hand aljihabet by feel- 
ing. Sh(! has even kiarncd to daixre by 
feeling of the feet in the difrerent posi- 
tioiiH, and enjoys it very much. (Jeog- 
rajihy and the world of njiture about 
her arc not unknown to her. 

The two gentlemen were received 
very cordially by Hclleii, and her 
I.atieiit teacher, 'Mi.ns Sullivan, and 
spent an hour and a half of great in- 
terest in testing the child's marvellous 
intelligence. Helen informed them 
in tlu! hwid aljihabet that she was 
very glaiWo s<'e them, and that in 
a few (hays she was going honu' to 
Alabama and see her little KiHtcr. A 
book with enibosH(^d letters, such as 
the blind use, was brought, and the 
child, with onr^ hand running over 
the li.'ige, with th(^ other tr.anslated 
th(^ words into the finger language. 
She wrote with a pencil the name of 
Rev. Mr. Searing and Mr. Frisbee, 
and with a pointed instrument sevcrai 
sentences in tlu- dot alphalict of the 
blind. The " Rev." before Mr. Sear- 
ing's name s<'enied to pu/./.ie her. 
She wanted to know if th.at was his 
first name, and it was explained th.at it 
was only a tit l(!. Helen is not,ac((iiainl,cd 
with the whole of the sign language, 
but is anxious to learn it, and asked 
the getitlemeii to tell her the sign for 
her home in Alabama. This, of 
course, was rpiito im|)OSsibIe as only 
the largest cities are gcncr.illy known 
by signs. 

MisH Sullivan informed them that 
sh<^ could tell the time by a wnt<di. 
Mr. Frisbee's timepiece had th(! crystal 
firmly fixed over tlu^ face, but Mr, 
S<'ariii>^s was removable, an<l Helen 
cciild put her fingers on the hands. 
Tlur line, (leli(!ate hands of the watch 
met their match as the tijis of her 
fingers touched them ever so lightly, 
and she aiiiioiinced the time as tw( nty 
minutes past one. "his was wrong, 
but the figure 12 of Mr. Searing's 
watch in a difTcrciit place from IJie 
watch sh(^ kiicWvand on indicating its 
place she counted the correct hour 
from it. \h-r instruction in rc'ligion 
h.as not yet begun, but she informed 
them that Jesus rose from the <lead, 
which Miss Sullivan said, must have 
been gained from a catecliisin in the 
blind library. '

A 
gliiiice at the programme mIiowh how well 
tlie purpose of our Hociety, ipioting from the 
CoiiHlltutioii und Hy haws, "to promote 
the Imeljectual, social, moral, temporal and 
spiritual welfare of the deaf mute com- 
munity " Ih being carrietl out. 

The lirat and lao.st important matter to 
claim our attention now ih the " Homo 
Fund," Tlio decision of the Iteading meet 
lug to change the " Benevolent Fund into 
tt " Home Fund " has proved a wise one. At 
that tiini^ I expressed the opinion that we 
could not liy ourstdves establish and support 
a Home as proposed. I am now convinced 
however that the erection of a Homo for 
Aged nnd Infirm Deaf Mutes is entirely 
within our ability. 'I'lils conviction hns 
grown witli the interest shown by the Deaf 
and their frlenils In tlie project. Within a 
comparatively sliort timi' nearly i^OOO have 
iieeii raisiMf and the prosi>ecl is tliat before 
this meeting adjonrns the amount will have 
reachmi a thousand. From all parts of the 
State comes imformation of endeavors to 
increaae the fund ; and this is only the i)e. 
ginning. The present ]>rospority of the 
<lallaudet Home near Pon^flikeepsio, N. V., 
has been attained only after years of )iatient 
effort. Ah li>iig back as lHr)4 llev. Dr. (Inl- 
laudet conceived the idea of such an insti- 
tutiim in ci)nnecti<in with hid mission to the 
Deaf. If aft|fir as long a peri(Kl we shall 
have done as much, it will be cause for con 
gratulatioii ; hut we hope to attain our end 
earlier -WHCxmfldeiilly expect to witness 
the opening of our ifoino within the next 
few years. For this consummation, how- 
ever, earnest and persistent effort will be re- 
quired. Kveryone of us must work and get 
others to work ; everyone muHt give and in- 
duce others lo give. The secret of success 
here lies in glving^now and liberally. Don't 
confine your cx)iilributionB lo cents, but give 
dollars ; don't bo satinfied to acx!ept coppers 
from your frlenils, but urge lliein to give 
silver and gold ; and don't wait for some one 
else to give, but l)egin giving yourself as an 
example to others. 

In this iTonnection I would suggest that 
the ultempt be made to secuiri" regular and 
systematic contributions from all the deaf in 
the State. They number nearly r>000. VVliy 
shouhl we not expect an income of as manv 
dollars annually for the Home? Through 
proper elTort this sum might be raised, nnd 
even doul>led. Our New York frii'iids have 
sot us an example, by which we may well 
profit. 

No one will deny the need of a Uome such 
as we purpose establishing. There is no 
refuge ai present except the Alms-liousti for 
deaf mutes ufllicled by sge and infirniily. 
The State, while making liberal nrovislon 
for the education of the deaf, mnKes none 
for those afflicted by mental or physical dis 
ability. I'rivate charity must therefore sup 
ply the want, and nothing can be more fit 
ling than that we who have profited by the 
munificence of the Stale should exert our- 
.selves to amelioratothe unhappy lot of our 
unfortunate fellows. Urieflv staleil, our 
oi)ject is to collect funds sulhciunl for llie 
purchase of a farm in the central part of the 
State whore deaf mules afllicled hyhlind- 
ness or olherwiso in great distress may re- 
ceive ihe alt<mti<m this condili<m dem.inds. 
This accomplished, there can be no doubt 
that the support needed will h(> forthcoming. 

The Home Is lo Is^ manageil by a Hoard of 
Trustees. At ]iri>sent this lloard consislB of 
the President of the Society and four others 
chosen by the Managers. For the future, 
however, it is desirablo thai the Trustees be 
Bfllf perpetuating bodv, always, let ll be iiii 
dorslooil, subject lo the Society through Its 
Hoard of Manogers, and so conslituled that 
a majority shall be acliv<! ineinberH of the 
Society- It will be oiirdiily at this meeting 
to dei'Kle of whom and how iiMtny the Trus. 
tei!s shall consist. Care must be exercised, 
as the procuring of a <!harler for the Socle 
ty will depend upon our action in this mat- 
ter. As will be seen, the Home is lo be part 
and parrel of the Society, its eslablishiiieiit 
iiimI Hupiiort being some of the work we have 
asMumcd to do. The Management thcr<>of 
must rest In our hands and It bolnxives us 
to iiittke wise provision therefor. 

In order that our deqigiis may he carried 
out properly, ll is desiralile that we should 
have a large and permanent membership. 
As I remarked In a former luldress, "The 
proportion of those attending our ineelings 
who became porinaiient iiiembers of the as 
sociation is not, I regret to note, as large as 
il sliould be. ll is hoped ihol as the objeias 
of Ihi- KcHiely bivDiue belter known and the 
ntleiidatice at viicli siirceeding meeting in 
creases, the |ieriiianent meinbersliip will 
grow larger. The nssociatloii exists for the 
benefit of no single individual, but for the 
guo4 <if all ; nnd the greater the number con- 
nected with ll, the heller its work can be 
duno and the uioro furreaclilng will be Its 



results." Both deaf and hearing persons 
are eligible to membership— the former ns 
active and the lattor aH associate meiiilieis. 
One fourth of the meinl)ership dues goes to 
the Homo Fund, and the proportion would 
be iiicrettsi'd with a larg<T nuMiibi'r.ship. 
Sle])H should be taken to enroll |all the <leiif 
and their friends, and I woulit suggest that 
the Secretary be directed to prejiiire a circu- 
lar form of application, stating name, resi- 
dence ond jiayment of dues, to be bo sent to 
deaf-mutes in the State asking them to fill 
them out and induce their friends lo make 
api>licalion also. 

In this connection, 1 would call your at- 
tention to the desirability of more f reipituit 
meetings of the Society. t)ur;stale is so 
large, and the d(!af are so widely scattered, 
that the good we can do by meeting every 
two years is limited. In my opinion, annual 
meetings would more llian double the use- 
fulness of our Society ;— the people seeing 
more of us would know us bolter nnd would 
more readily enter into the spirit of our uii- 
derlnkiiigs. Our membership would l)e in 
creased, and our our efforts in behiilf of the 
Homo attended by belter results. It has|l)e('n 
siiggesled that si'mio central location be fixed 
upon for the headciuarters of the Society, 
where we could gather every two years to 
elect officers and transact the more import- 
ant business of our organization ; and that 
the Home bo located near tho hettd(iuarters 
HO that the members could set^ for them- 
selves how its work was being conducted. 
Ilarrisburg has been named by many as n 
desirable place for this pur])ose, and in my 
own juilgment no Ix^tter could be found. 
In the interval biaween the regular meet- 
ings nt Ilarrisburg, conventions could be 
hold at other places where the objects of the 
Hociety could l>e set forth, r(^i)orls submit 
ted, nnd iiitiTest aroused. Thus we would 
practically have annual meetings, and the 
deaf everywhi-re would have the op]M>rtuni- 
ty of benefiting through our oigniii/.atioii. 
Societies in other Slat»»i are holding aniiunl 
meeelings with success, and there is no 
reason wliy we sh<mld not do the same. The 
provision for eliu-tions evi-ry two yi'ais 
would prevent the danger of control by local 
cllipies which has been advanced In objec- 
tion to tho'plan I liavi^ outlined. 

Tho resolution adoi>ted at l^<^nding in- 
structing the Board of Managers to eiKpiire 
into the feasibility of an olllciai organ for 
the society has been carried out in the pub- 
lication of the Sociily News. You will Imve 
opportunity to judge for yourselves from 
the specimen copy distributed. A <iuarler 
ly paper of this kind will undoubtedly 
prove highly advantageous, and it is hojx'd 
the conveiithm will autliori/.e the conlinu- 
anco of the publication already begun. 

Your attention is now called to aiiotlu'r 
important matter, <me which has been men- 
tioned at former meetings with but little 
effect, ll is the obtniniiig of accurate stn- 
lislics concerning the l)(taf. This is a iiialtir 
in which we are vitally iiit.eresled ; for in 
various quarters legislation is proposed 
which would alTect us adversely and whicli 
is based tipon erroneous impresHlons cnmted 
by unreliable statistics. For Instances, 
theorius have been advanced comu'rning the 
inlcrinarriage of deaf mules which we know 
from our own experience are not lioriie out 
by the fads, and which more complete and 
correct statistics will piove lo be untenable. 
These returns have been ditllciilt lo (ditnin 
in the past. During the recent census 
special efforts were made to secure accurate 
inforinallon, and the aid of deaf-mutes 
everywhere was asked, but 1 fear that sue 
cess has not been so great as anticipated. It 
seems lo me that it would bo a p-oper un- 
dertaking for this Society to compile a com- 
plete list of all deaf-mutes in the Stale, with 
such information concerning them ns might 
bo useful in the discussion of (juestions 
connected with deaf-dumbness ; and 1 would 
suggest that a t'ommiltoe be appointinl to 
report upon the ttilvisability of a Hiireau of 
Statistics in connection with our Society, 
Increase in the number of deaf mules or any 
other defective class is not desirable ; and it 
is deiirly our duly lo assist in discovering 
the causifs of deafness and the remedy. '!'o 
tills end accurate Information is very neces- 
sary. 

At our former meeting we learned with 
pleasure Hint tho Directors of Ihi' I'hiladel- 
phin School were en(|uiring into the ex]iedi- 
I'licy of riMiioving into the country. Since 
then, wo rejoici' to know they Iinve pur- 
chased a splendid tract; of sixty acres at 
Allen's I,ane on the line of the rennsylvauia 
U. U. , 18 miles from the city, where ground 
has already been broken for tho first of a 
group of buildings which is designed lo 
constitute ttu^ finest InHliluUon for llie Deaf 
ill the world. The honored Principal of the 
Iiislllution is with us, and will al another 
stage of the proceedings exjOain fully the 
plans of the Directors, so 1 forbear entering 
Inio details. One thing, however, is especi- 
ally pleasing and noteworthy, rit : the liber. 
al provision made for Industrial training. 
This is In line with what wo have aimed at 
ever since our organization, and In accord 
with the resoliilions adopted from lime lo 
lime. II Is liUing that we place (Ui record 
fiiir grati'ful aiiprociation of what has been 
done. 

With till' orectlon of llio now Insliliition 
should come a law compelling the pari'iits 
or guardians of all deaf-inntes of school age 
and capable of instruction lo send them 
lo schoid, and wo must continuo ngi- 
taling the iiueslion until the end is aUained. 
A jiaper will be read on this subject, ami 
resolutions offeri'd, lo which I hope you 
will give earnest aUonll<ui. 1 would also 
suggest that stops be lak(>n with the view 
of having provision made for the Instruc- 
tion of feeble-minded deaf-mutes and such 
others as cannot well he inslnicled in the or 
dinary classes at our schools, ll seems lo 
me Imperativi' that such provision bo made. 
There are cases where extra care ami in 
striiction are needed, but which cannot be 
admitted lo the Iiislitulions without detri- 
ini'iit to the other pupils and for which se- 
parate schools and special toBchers shniild 
lie provided. 

1 had the honor last summer of being 
your represeiilatlvo at the International 
("ongresH of the Deaf in I'aris. As a report 
is expected from me later on, I slinll not go 
into details here, I wish, however, to cor- 
rect a misaiiprehension that exists in Ihe 
minds of .some concerning the expenses of 
the trip. Once for all, let me say that the 
Society is In no way responsible therefor. 
The expense was mot by a few Individuals 
who desire the Sis-iety to have the credit. 
The whole jiroceedlng was perfectly open 
ami met with the ap]iroval of the Board of 
Managers. Their n-port will give all the 
particulars. 

We miss the presence at this meeting of 
one whose loss is fell not only here but 
everywhere. From the lime of his election 
as llie first President lo the day of his death, 
the Uev. II. W. Syle devoted much of his 
lime and ability to tho welfare of our Socle 
ly, and Hot a little of the success attained is 
due to his untiring nnd utiselfish labors. 
Special provision having Ihmmi ninde for an 
eulogistic address, il la not my purpose now 
l<i enter upon llie details of his life nnd 
labors, ll Is proper, however, to record Ihe 
great loss sustained by this Siwiety in his 
death ; and it would bo very appropriate for 
this meeting to lake action toward ]>erpotu- 
atlng his memory. 

In conclusion, while the foregoing re- 
marks have been l>repared hastily nnder the 
iiressure of manifold duties, I hoiie they 
liavo not failed to indicate the work Ihatlies 
before us. There is much lo be dime, nnd our 
lime is limited, l.el us then make the most 
of ll, liending all our energies lo the accom 
plishmenis of as much as wo can — much 
that shall be of benefll to those for whose 
advnnoemenl we are lianded together.

Seert'tary /eigler's re]iort was read 
and adopted. It covered all the oc- 
currences at Hoard meetingM during 
the jiast two years. 

C'oniinitteos on Resolutions, on Ke- 
visioii of tho CouHtitution and Uy- 
li.'iwH, on Statistics, and a Spe<>ial 
Coiiiinittoo to draw U)i resolutions in 
ineniory of the late Kov. II. \V. Syle, 
were appointed, after which a recess 
was taken until eiglit in the evening. 

During the interval, tho nienibers 
indulged in sight-Koeing in and 
around Pittsburgh. They comprised 
four diiferent jiarties, guided respec- 
tively by Messrs. Thomas .1. Mc- 
Clurg, II. ir. n. IMcMasters, Archie 
VVoodsido, and M. It. Alhibough. 

'I'ho largest party of sightseers <lur- 
ing the afternoon was piloted by Mr. 
Thomas . I. McClure. Tiio first pl.aco 
visited was the now court house, a 
magnificent fireproof building of bine 
stone. Next they crossed the ]\Ionon- 
galiela llivcr, and rode up Ihe incline 
to the summit, an almost |)erpeiidicu- 
lar riiie of :H)0 feet, from which a 
sph^ndid view of the city could bo ob- 
tained. After insjiociiiig tl\o ma- 
chinery that gives motive power to 
the tra'mway, and the nattiral-gas fur- 
naces, all proceeded via the l^'ifth 
Avenue Cable Cars to East Knd and 
thence around by another line to tho 
starting jioint.

There were nearly 200 jiresent, 
when Kcv. Mr. Purvis invoked tho 
Divine blessing. 

Mayor (Jotirley, of Pittsburg, was 
introilucod tind addres.sod the assein- 
blago. lie woleomod all to the city, 
lie was ploa8od to see the deaf jno- 
gressing. Ilo reverted to tho great 
strides in (^hristian civilissation dur- 
ing tho past 100 years, which made 
tho Ninteenth century greater than 
all the centuries before it. It was 
tho ago <if jirogross and eit light cn- 
mont. lie spoke of Thomas Hopkins 
(ialiaiidi't and his early labors .at 
Hartford, and .said that the outcome 
of his labors could bo seen to-day in 
an indtislriouH class of citizens, who 
wore a credit to themselves and ;mi 
honor to the people, who had taught 
them. Ilo said that tho ditliculties 
overcome by Na]>oloon in crossing 
tho Aliis, could not bo comjiared to 
tho ditliculties that the deaf oncount- 
orod in their struggles to obtain an 
education. The ailrc«s was interiiri't- 
ed into signH by Prof. LiuuaMis Kob- 
ortN, of tho Westorii Pennsylvania 
InNtitiition. 

President Koohler made a fitting 
response, acknowledging, in behalf 
of those ])rfsent, the courtesy of 
tho Mayor. Prof. Roberts road orally. 

Draper, of the Na- 
tional Deaf-iMute Collego, then iloli- 
vered his oration. Principal Ibirt, of

.l/r. /'n'dfi'riif, LmlUx uml OintU'mvn 
iif tlir, /lK.so('liifiiiii.— I'lie invitation toad- 
dress you this evening in an honor and 
pleasure that Is highly Mppreciiiled. Your 
society has from the start been Mdmiriibly 
conducted. It has nood nnd iibb- men at its 
lieiul. Wurriiig factions have not divided it, 
You hiiv(> wisely asked the co-operation of 
tlio.se In your stale, who are devoteil to 
educating tbe deaf. Should you eimtinne 
as you liave begun, there would seem to be 
no end lo the good tliiil Ihe society may bo 
expected to nceompllsh. 

Ills H further tribute to your botly that 
it is organi/.ed not inerelv for pleasure — for 
iliincing. gossiii and picnics — but, Is coiicerii- 
(<d with nil that lends to the Ailrinii'niiciit 
of the Deaf. For this reason I need make 
no apohigy for choosing to speak about 

AN INDKIMINIIKNCK IN I.IFK. 

The nerve that ceiiliM-s In the piK'kel has 
thrilled men in all agt-s and countries ; hut 
never was it so sensitive as iu our day and 
In our couiilry. 

Moreover, If money here and now Is Impor- 
tant to men In general, it is doubly so lo the 
deaf mail. His hearing brother has many 
aveniit'S to an hoiioralile place In society, 
while he hns but few, nnd they full of 
obstacles. y\iiioiig I belli, however, one that 
will lead hini straight to the goal is, to t/ct 
iiiiincii. 

The deaf man who is shiftless ; who lives 
from blind to iiniiilh ; whose earnings enter 
Ills pocket lo-day only to run out of 11 lit, 
morrow ; whognlhers no store with which 
he can defy adversity, that deaf man never 
will be regarded ns" more thnn 'i ' 
on ill society, lie may begoisl, in. 
reliable, liidiistyoiis ; but If his n. 
scelliatiit the I'lid of the year, and year 
after year, all his virtiieH still leave him 
wltlioiil .i cent to bless himself or any body 
else, be will simply be tolerated, will be 
regnriled ns usefiir, btil he will certainly 
full to will the respect of Ills fellow-c-itl/.eiis; 
and that, my friends. Is soiuetliiiig that all 
should covet. 

On the other hand, let the deaf man once 
prove llinl he has Uie jiower loget nuiiiey, 
flu' decision to hold 11, and the jiidgtiient to 
iiiaiiage it well ; and he will then be found, 
just lis certainly, a pei>nui held in high 
esteem wherever' lie niiiy dwell. True, he 
ciiii not talk, but for him ids " iiioiiey talks." 
Very likely a sliiinger seeing liliu at his 
liibiirs will say, " Poor man 1 he is deaf and 
(liimli," but that stranger's |)ity will turn to 
respect, if not to adiiiiriitton, when some 
resident rejoins, " Don't waste your pity on 
iiini ; he knows how to manage hts alTalra 
ns well as l\w best of us." 



INDKPENnJKNCK. 

Iiidepotldence is a ItU'ge word. It means 
more than wealth. If utter poverty is 
always a stale of wretchedness, utter wealt li 
is often a state of slavery. Astor said that 
incessant toil over his toeming niillions 
lirought liim nothing but boanl and lodg- 
ing. 

The independent man dwells midway be- 
tween these extremes of misery and of care. 
Ue is the true king of e.\lstonce. Kiislaved 
neither by grinding poverty nor absorbing 
wealth, be is free both to gratify his own 
wants and to lend a helping hand to those 
less fortunate but perhaps not less worthy 
than himself. He can shake hands with the 
tax collector, smile upon the gas man and 
tho coal dealer, nnd face " the butcher, t he 
baker, the caudlesticli -maker," and all t#ie 
rest of the bill-brl»iginK horde, with placid 
front. I'Mnaily, when sickness or creeping 
age assail him, he still will have not only 
the comforts of life, but the coiuiciousness, 
sweeter to every noble soul than life itself, 
that, come what may, he ami bis will not 
1)0 forced lo eat the liilter bread of charily. 
Surely such a lot lies upon the heights of 
earthlv felicity ; and we are justified in giv- 
ing this hour to a con-slderation of bow it 
may be reached. 

AIM FOR IT. 

The first requisite is to iiiiii for it. He 
who pursues his labors constanllv le.solviiig 
to reach independence is not likely to fail. 

But tho resolve neoifs tii be taken early. 
By far surest of success is he who, nt 
tvventy, determines to touch the goal at 
fifty. iMiiiiy fail because they .start too 
late. 1 am (iciiuaiiited with a groui> of men 
all of whom are in tlie iieighborliood of 
tlfty years of age. All of them have been 
for lAventv years or inorein aposilioii where 
the exerci.se of ordinary attention and fore- 
sight would almost certainly have iiuule 
llieiii independent by this time. But they 
did not exert that atteiitioii and foresiglit. 
Other objects aborbed them. Within a very 
few years they have become fully awake to 
the necessity of providingfor the future and 
are striving to tliat end. The result must 
be that either they will never reach iiide- 
peiulence or they ivill be obliged to do with- 
in tluyiexl ten or fifteen years that which 
they could have done much more easily 
within the past fifteen or twenty. 

'I'lie aim must not only be taken early but 
kept steady. For him whose independence 
liangs upon his own exertions, to lose the 
aim is lo hise all ; and to divert tlie aim is 
scarcely less disastrous, for as often a.s it be 
diverteil the worker must take a fresh start, 
often from the same iioint whence he stnrl- 
e<l long before. Hence, be who would be 
independent iiiuBt resolutely opjiose what- 
ever threiitens to disturb bis aim ; whether 
it be the seductions of pleasure, the smiles 
of poimlarily, or even the nobler desire of 
fame. 

WORK FOR IT. 

The next requisite is iroik. A few inherit 
money, but in America this generally jiroves 
n misiortiiue; ricli men's sons lye prover- 
bially clogged instead of winged. A few 
others gel money by speculations or by some 
alt-cident, but they seldom keep II, ami be- 
siclcs they are so few that tliuy need not be 
considered. For the great mass there is but 
one road to iiidependeiice, and it is the long 
liard course of steady and persistent work. 
For most the prophet saUl, " No sweiit, no 
sweet." For most t he poet suing — 

" Would'st koow the uiitli wlicrc ilolUirs lie ? 
Al iireak of lUwii [<< tlowii llie Iwrs, 
And nUmgh nil day till sundown i-oniei. - 
Till rvpninji aye ! lill shine o' stars," 

This is practically a universal truth. A 
man nt hartl work is often templed to oiivy 
a rich man, ami to fancy Mial he never tolf- 
ed or spun. Bui what are the facts right 
lierein Pennsylvania » ( 'liilds carried p;uk- 
ages at four dollars )ier month; Waiiamaker 
cu"rked for a dollar and a iiiiarter ii week: 
Cariiegie \vorkeil in a telegraphic olllce for 
less than fifty cents per day. Fach of these 
men, to gain bis start In life, toiled^as bard 
every day nnd ns iiiany hours in n day as 
any man that wields a pick or swings a 
hammer, and the very same tiualities of 
common sense, the same exertions of energy 
and i>ersisteiice that enabled them to get 
their first dollars, have enabled them since 
to keep those tloUars and iiiako them yield 
other dollars. 

This, yonr city of Pittsburg, la n great 
center of laboring men. I honor them. I 
have grubbed stones out of the high roml 
and sweated in the hay-tleUls from iinwn to 
dusk for a few cents a day ; therefore 1 
know the burden of the laborer and rejoice 
with liiiii when it is lightened by shorter 
hours or clieered by better pay. 

But yet, if my weak words could reach the 
ears ol" every man that toils, I would exhort, 
I would beg him lo beware of nourishing a 
s))irit of discontent. It carries ever with It 
a veuion thiU will ])oi.sou the happiest lot 
that ever fell to mortal man. I would warn 
him not to be governed by fallacies which 
tlie breath of reason ipuckly dissolves. (Ian 
journeymen bakers foix-ibly obtain shorter 
hours, or better pay or both, yet nollher in- 
rreaso the price of bread, nor risk the chan- 
ces of steady eiiiployment by driving many 
master-linkers from tlie Imsinesst' Caii 
carpenters, masons, plumbers do the .same )t 
vet neither rai.se the nuits nor divert from 
building the capital that gives them w-orkf 
Can all of them conspire to prevent bovs 
from learning trades, yet not increase the 
number of the idle and the vicious I lint pivy 
upon society and that must be curbed and 
cared for by Increasetl taxation » To all 
tliese quest Urns, reasiui and experience nii- 
swi-r. No. If, therefore, workmen press their 
coiiiliinat ions too far, we may have in the 
flit lire a tyranny of labor based upon on un- 
reason as we have hail In the past a tyranny 
of capital ba-seil on groed. His not" al all 
cerlniii the former rule will be Ie.s.s harsh 
than the latter; but it is quite certain that 
Itie poor will still 1h> the chief victims. 

What, then, is the remedy for the dissa- 
tisfacthm of tlie laboring men ? Does not II 
lie in the practice, upon both shies of the 
principles essentially Christian f The em- 
ployer who logins a system of profit sharing 
Willi bis employees works on Christian 
lines. .So does the workman who is patient 
with his lot until he can see a way to bet- 
ter it w ttliout violallngtbe rights of others, 
who is willing and cheerful while at his 
work, who does not pick up his tools live 
niinules after and drop them five niiiiules 
before IJie whistle .sounds, luil Is prompt 
like Nelson, who declared I hat he ' tiwed all 
his advancement in life, to the fact ttml he 
was always a quarter of an hour iH'fore his 
time,* Such a man, like Hugh Miller's ma- 
son, " puts his conscience Into every stone 
he lays," lie will be apt to become indis- 
pensable to his employersaiidsoonerorlater 
find a roiul to success. Nelson and Miller 
are shining examples, but not bett(>r, all 
lliiuga considered, than Filward Curler, a 
deaf and dumb black boy in Wiisliington. 
He worked In a brick-kiln with many 
others. Not longago he lost his life in aii 
nedilent ; nnd his eiiiplo>ers said that his 
7.eal. cheerfulness ami ni'ciiracy had m.ade 
him. In spite of Ills inllrmity, as hanl to 
spare as any man they had ; I hat, there was 
not one In the huinlreds of Iheir employees 
whom they valued more, nor to whom they 
paid higher wages. 



stuff." All the apothecary shops in the 
universe contain less virtue thnn the old 
rhyme 

" Jt>y, ttMiiperanre, and reiMwe 
Slam the diwr on Ihe diH;tor"s nose." 

The secoiul necessity to saving is Self- 
Denlal. Many labmnng men tax themselves 
more heavily than the most grinding despot 
ever taxed them. In New York I here are thea- 
ters supported entirely by thefewandhard- 
earneil cents of newsboys. The people of 
the ITiiited Slates nay" more for strong 
drink than for liread, meat, schools, col- 
leges and churches combined ; ami the great- 
er port of this immense .sum is paid by the 
poor. Once more, the enoriiious amount of 
money lost in lotteries nearly all comes out 
of the wages of the pom-;— men that have 
money in tho bank do not draw it out and 
throw it away in such transparent swindles. 
Out of its last .so-called "distribution" of 
tWM million dollars leeched from the people 
— nio.slly from potir peoiile— by the tiouisi 
ana state lottery eiuupauy, that vampirish 
concern kept eight liundrtHlnndseventv-flve 
I hoiisands of tlollars— one half — to divide 
among its own stock-holders, besides ilraw- 
ing a large number of the prizes for Itself. 
Was the company .satisfied ? Has it 

" Dropt off gored from a.schcme that has left us Haccid 
and drained ?*' 

By no means. But, emboldened by the 
power of its ill-gotten gains, it now aspires 
til buy even the manhood of the people and 
the state itself. If a workingman puts a 
dollar into one of its tickets, let him remem- 
ber that he simply to8.ses half a dollar into 
the maw of a shark, corrupt.s himself and 
his country, and all for the infiuite,^inial 
diance of an almost inipossilile prize. 

If these setMii large things, let us come 
down to smiiU ones. A man who earns a 
dollar and a half per djiy, and does not lose 
a day's work in t he year, but gets shaved at 
a barber's three times a week, will spend 
just three and one-third jur ccaf. of his 
wages for shaving : whereas, he couUl get 
a good razor for a dollar or two; learn to 
keep its edge, shave every tlay in the year 
if he wished, und only spend a few cents; 
or he could let his bean! grow, be all the 
healthier, and spend iiotliiiigat all. 

Again, siip|)ose, as often liappens, that 
this man is foiul of his cigar and yields to 
bis fondness. He will probably smoke 
three iier day. If decent ones, they will cost 
him live cents each, which will amount tvi 
ten per cent, of his earnings. But that is 
not all. On Sundays he gets no wages, but 
he smokes a« much if not more. Figure it 
out, and you will see that more than eleven 
ami a half per cent, of his year's pay goes up 
in smoke. 

We .say such a man smokes cigare ; it is 
nearer liic truth to say rlijors ntntikv ?i/»i. 
Indulgences so dlsproportioiiato to income 
arecoiilined to the poor. What business 
man continues to thrive while spending 
eleven and a half per cent, of his yearly in- 
come (Ui a single little personal hiibit f' Not 
one; and as for the workiiigm.in, whose pay 
is small and fixed, he might just lus well 
kick at the moon as try to save while indulg- 
ing in extravagancies. Htx only hope of 
laying the fouiidatitm of an indepeiidonce is 
to smoke cigars lit tie or never; to visit shows 
seldom ; lo wear the old coat a little hmger ; 
ill fine, to put the brake resolutely down on 
tempting but unu(>cessary indulgences that 
are (certain to drain his pockets. 

Tbe third Indispensable requisite for sav- 
ing Is System. System is cbiefiy a matter 
of arithmetic; and arithiii<;tic is in money 
matters what 1 he ciuiipa.ss is to the ship, — 
each tells the owner where he is and whith- 
er he is gtiiug. The great liamaraliue de- 
spi.sed arithmetic; and when the great l.a- 
iiiaratine became old, hU friends had to col- 
lect money for his siijiport. 

A man, and more than jill others a work- 
ingman, shouhl keep a record of what he re- 
ceives, what be spends, and what it Is spent 
for, Let him put down on Satiii-dny the 
sums he must spend for necessities diirinii 
the following week ; so much for board or 
rent, so luiicli for clothing, etc., and thus he 
will know how niiich he can spend for iii- 
dulgt'iices and still save something. On the 
ensuing Saturday let him fill out frimi bis 
rectu'il a form like this ; 
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SAVK FOR IT. 

To work well is much, but not all. One 
must nave. Saving Is t<ii(ettlng an Indepen- 
enee what the k tug-pin is to tbe wagon ;— if 
It liolds, there Is liope ; If it fails, there Is 
destruction. Poor Hichartl's saying that a 
iieniiy saved is a penny eiriieil, tells only 
half the truth. The penny .saveil is twice 
earned. Many think they would save 
money. If they eouhl get it; but the fact is 
it is much easier lo gel it than lo save it. 
Most people will be convinced of this, if 
they review the sums they have sv>enr iiii- 
uecessivrlly. 

In order to save, three things ar»> absolute- 
ly essential: 

' The first is Health. One must keep out 
of the diM'tor's clutches, for the double 
reasmi that sickness stops wages, and that 
the doctor's clutches are t<Mi apt lo clutch a 
large fraction of one's savings. A cheerful 
disiiosltion is one of the bivsl a.ssurnnces of 
lieallh,

At the end of e&cli week, month and year 
let him till out similar forms, with such 
variations nnd impmvenients as his ex- 
perience suggest.s. 

'Vhese forms, appearing successivelv. will 
give him a true photograph of his condition, 
past and uresent, actual and relative; the 
habit wilt lead to care and thrift, and will 
soon become easy. It may seem a small 
business to make note of every cent, nickel 
and dime; but remember that " mony a 
mickle makes a muckle." When (Jeorge 
Washington bought a pair of shoe-strings 
( if there were shoe-strings in his day ), did 
not he put it down ? How much more 
shouhl the likes of us I 

Hour workingman Is married, his wife 
can Jilay a most important part in the man- 
ner of saving. Slie can study the market 
reports nnd adveMtsements, nnd so learu 
when ami where to buy to advantage. She 
will soon learn that clothing, for example, 
can be bought for from mie-third to one 
half less at the middle than at tbe begin- 
ning of a season. If they live nearemuigh 
to a food m.arket she can gel better tmxl for 
less money by pei-sonnl stiuly of the market 
itself. Slie, tiHi, should keep a record of 
receipts and expenses. In numberless ways 
she will find herself able to back uu h"er 
husband ill his elTorts to save. This is the 
kliul of wife of whom the Psalmist said, 
" the heart of her hu.sVituid doth safely trust 
in be" " 

INVEST FOR IT 

He " no lias worked and s.ivcii em very 
soon get rewarded. The almighty dolUVr 
has no wife, yet he is a tremeudouslireeder.

COUNT ON IT. 

I ,.,, .,,,> ,,-.iiceed in getting ,ia muepen- 
dencebythe practice of all that has been 
suggested? We ought to answer with 
regard to the average mute. 1 know one 
deaf man who is .said to earn fifteen thous- 
and dollars per year. We wont waste time 
on him ; if he don't keep an indeiicndence 
he ought to be whipped. 1 know also tiuite 
a lai-ge number of deaf men who earn 
Salaries rautfing from nine hundred dollars 
to twenty-five hundred dollars per year: 
these, also, it would seem, ought easily to 
lay up something for rainy days. 

But how is it with the average mute t He 
is usually an artisan earning fi-om one to 
four days per day. l,*t us say, as before, 
that he earns one dollar and a half. Is it 
not reasonable to expect that he can, by 
practicing these suggestions, save an 
average of fifty cents per week ? If lie does, 
he will have nt the end of a year twenty-six 
dollars or a little more. Now , tweiit y-si.x 
dollars is not much ; but the worker who has 
saved twenty-six dollars at the eud of the 
year is vastly better otrtluui one who gets 
there without a cent ;— and lie is a king 
compared with one whoendsthe year in the 
gripe of twenty-six dollars of "debt, l^et 
him keep it up, and when be is two or three 
.years this side of thirty he will be able to 
show three huiidrwl dollars. Thi-ee hun- 
dred dollars, again, is not a great sum ; but 
the workingman who at twontv-five or 
thirty has saved three hundred dollars will 
be almost, sui-e never to want thereafter. 
He has made hhiimlf. He knows how to 
get, how' to keep, and how to manage 
UKuiey. Kven it his wages remain at one 
dollar and a half he will increa.se hisproiierty 
from tills point in a still greater ratio, tor 
every business man knows that it is tbe 
first few hundreds or thousands that cost 
the heaviest toil and strain. But such a 
man will be very unlikely to remain at his 
original wages. His tln-ift and sleadiress 
will be noticetl. He will be likely to win 
proiuotiou ; to go into business on his own 
account ; to bear of good opportunities tor 
investing. Moreover, the Held of invention 
is ojH'ii to him. Money is made every day 
by the invention of seeming trifles. The 
man who |j|t»t up "pigs in clover" steiipcd 
into a fortune at once So did he who lirst 
thought of sticking a bit of rubber on the 
eml of a pencil. 

In a word, while our workingman is still 
good for twenty or twenty-five years of 
labor, he is already well along and advanc- 
ing on the road that leads to iiulepeudence, 
with all the freedom, all the dignity, and all 
the power that independence gives, and no- 
Ihiiig but (lire misfortune will be apt to 
jostle him permanently off that ro.ul 

I'SE IT. 

Here, perJIaps, mv subject strictly ends. 
But I am loth to leave it so. The jKiwer to 
accumulate is far from being the highest 
cbaracterLstic of man. The ant, tbe lH>aver 
and the muskral can hoard as well as he. 
Man is nobler than they only as he dedi- 
cates his hoard to nobler uses." By such uses 
only can he escape the belittling ettWl.s on 
the mind that spring from proUmgeil and 
sordid cares. How pitiful is that confession 
of Astor's '^ His bratu \va« as empty as his 
coffers were full. 

I/ct us bewai-e, then, lest we also narrow 
our niiiids while we broaden our estates. 
To that end il is good to spend what one 
C7111 in promoting Hie joys and the inter- 
cmirse of family and friends ; in gaining tbe 
enlargement of ti-avel ; in reading, not only 
the newspapers, but the books that have 
proved themselves imimu'lal, as well as the 
books and reviews that to-day are moulding 
tbe future And if haply r'rovideiice did 
vouchsafe the lost sense long enough to 
bless with the aiiprojiatiou of meltHty, let us 
also read the banls whose voices echo 
through the aisles of time, so keeping poe-

iiloney ; be ha-s hedged his gifts with origin- 
al and prt>guant conditions that li'sure for 
them the enduring and iiitelligeiit care of 
every public-spirited person in your city ; 
and for this, Carnegie shall haveliiuh honor 
forever; he shall have the honor that 
beUmgs to every man who tries to live tbe 
doctrine he preaches ; for it is Carnegie who 
said " I he time is coming in America when 
the man who dies rich will die disgraced."
